and resigned as Secretary General ef the Zao Bang forty. However, he 
retained his position as a member ef the Politburo, The past of 
Secretary Osaeral was takes ever by Ho Chi sanh, wt m is already Chairman 
of the lao Smog and President ef the DRY, In addition Central Committee 
Esecfber 1© Viet Tbang waa demstat to ordinary party masher for errors in 
land redistribution and agricultural policy, and Politburo member Le Van 
lusng who was demoted to candidate member of the Centra!
